In other words, where roads 
are not good, drivers are forc^j to exercise care, and because care is exer¬ 
cised accidents are reduced to a minimum notwithstanding that conditions 
existing would naturally predispose accidents, but where roads are good, 
drivers become careless, even reckless, and, sooner or later, the inevitable 
result is an accident.
